Ruby was hustled from the 
city jail to the county jail seven 


blocks away just before noon 
today. He was rushed into a

ducked down in the seat. It was 
the same trip Oswald started 
yesterday. At that time Ruby 
leaped from a crowd of police 
and newsmen, and with a curse, 
jammed a snub-nosed 38-caliber 
revolver within four inches of 
Oswald’s left ribs and pulled the 
trigger once. 


Oswald died 105 minutes later. 
Rumors cropped up that the 
52-year-old Ruby had died in his 
city jail cell by poison, hang­ 
ing, or stabbing. Another rumor

W alking behind her to the m ournful 
cadence o f m uffled drums were President 
Johnson, form er Presidents Eisenhower and 
Truman, foreign heads of state and other 
dignitaries. 


Proceed To Cemetery 


After the services, the cortege was to pro­ 
ceed to Arlington National Cemetery where 
the com m ander o f P T -109 will rest forever 
am ong fellow com rades • in - arms o f W orld 
War ll and other heroic dead. 


The “Hest in Peace” Mass for America’s first 
Roman Catholic President was offered in the pres­ 
ence of 1,200 persons who had come from near and 
far to make a final gesture of love or respect. 


“Life 
is

away . . . life is but 
changed, 
intoned white-haired Cardinal Cushing, 
as he offered the ancient Catholic prayer for the 
departed: 


“Be merciful, we beseech Thee, O Lord, to the 
soul of Thy servant, John Fitzgerald Kennedy, 
whom \o u have just called out of this world . 
He put his hope and trust in You: Do not then let 
him undergo the pains of hell, but bring him to 
happiness without end.” 


By the side of the grief-numbed young widow 
was Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, the late Presi­ 
dent’s brother and closest to him of all in the 
closely knit Kennedy family. 


Caroline and John Jr. rode to the old red-brick 
church in a car. When they joined their mother, 
John-John, bewildered by the solemnity, cried for 
a moment. 


His motlier spoke softly to him, and his tears 
stopped. 


Crowds Are Silent 


All along the way from the White House to the 
cathedral and in the streets around the cathedral 
tens of thousands of Americans stood in silence. 


No words came from these countrymen of the 
man who died at a sniper’s hands on Friday.

President Johnson declared a national day of 
mourning and

St. Matthew’s Cathedral which was Kennedy’s 
• parish church, is a drab red brick building with 
a 200-foot high dome. Standing since 1898, and be­ 
crim ed by the soot of the downtown area it occu­ 
p ie s, it is far from impressive in its external ap- 
l Bearance. 


Glittering Interior 


> 
But its interior is a glittering example of 


Romanesque-Bzyantine architecture, with pillars 
of magnificent red-and-white carrara marble and 
richly colored mosaics of Venetian glass. Its show­ 
piece is a magnificent high altar of white marble, 
carved in India and decorated with colored insets 
in the same manner as the famed Taj Mahal. 


Kennedy’s casket rested in front of this altar 
and just underneath the soaring dome of the cathe­ 
dral. 


In keeping with Catholic liturgical tradition, 
there were no flowers on the altar or around the 
casket. The usual white candles on the altar were 
replaced with candles of unbleached yellow wax, 
the sign of a funeral Mass. Cardinal Cushing wore 
black vestments instead of the brilliant scarlet 
robes of his office as a prince of the church. 


Ave M aria Sung 


One of Kennedy’s favorite hymns, 
the Ave 
Maria, was sung before the Mass by Luigi Vena, 
a Boston tenor who also sang at the late Presi­ 
dent’s wedding. 
rile cathedral choir then sang the ancient fu­ 
neral hymn “ Libera Me” which begins with the 
words, “Deliver me, oh Lord, from everlasting 
death . . . ” in a new setting by the Italian com­ 
poser Perosi. 


The service conducted by Cardinal Cushing 
was what is known technically as a “ low” Mass, 
which means that it was the simplest type of Mass, 
spoken rather than sung, with a single priest offi- 
< iating lather than the three who would have been 
required had the family chosen a Solemn High 
Mass. 


There was no eulogy. Insofar as the service 
itself went, the deceased son of the church before 
the altar might have been an unknown laborer ra­ 
ther than the President of the United States. 
I he emphasis of the service was strongly fo­ 
cused on the Christian conviction that death is not 
the end, but the beginning of a larger, eternal life.

John Connel­ 
ly, who was riding with Ken­ 
nedy, and later the slaying of 
Dallas police officer J. D. Tip­ 
pet. 
Wade 
said, 
however, 
that 
there was-, more than enough 
evidence to send Oswald to the 
electric chair. 
Wade said he had no idea of 
Oswald’s 
motives. 
They died 
with him. Some of the outrage 
expressed across the nation at 
Ruby’s vengeance shooting was 
based on the fact Oswald never 
will be able to tell what he 
knew and never can be brought 
to justice. 
The Dallas Morning News re­ 
ported in a copyright story that

Path of Bullets 
I he paper said the map was 
lined with the path of the assas­ 
sination bullets. The News said 
this was the “ m ajor” evidence 
uncovered by police but not re­ 
vealed. Wade did not mention 
it. 


Kennedy 
had 
just 
ridden 
through the heart of Dallas in 
a motorcade en route to the 
Dallas Trade Mart, where he 
was to speak, when the sniper 
struck. He was hit in the head 
and throat. Connally was hit 
once. 


The sniper shot from the sixth 
floor of the Texas Schoolbook 
Depository Building in which 
Oswald worked. 
Sunday night, Wade called a 
news conference. 
As far as Oswald is con­ 
cerned. the case is closed.” he 
said. He added that there W'as 
“ no 
concrete” 
evidence that 
anyone helped him in the a s­ 
sassination, or that he belonged 
to any political organizations 
other than the “ Fair Play for 
Cuba” Committee. 
Wade revealed additional ev­ 
idence that police had gathered 
against Oswald. He said he was 
doing so because of calls he had 
been getting from “ Stockholm 
and all sorts of foreign coun­

about evidence. 


Found Three Shells 


The assassination rifle was an 
Italian 6.4 mm Carcano bolt ac­ 
tion weapon with a 4-power tel­ 
escopic sight. It was found with 
three empty shells in a sixth 
floor room of the Schoolbook 
Depository Building, about IOO 
yards from the spot where Ken­ 
nedy and Connally were shot. 
The rifle was purchased by 
mail from Klein Sporting Goods 
Co. in Chicago and traced to 
Oswald. The mail order was in 
his handwriting. There was a 
photograph with the rifle in his 
hands. And there were Oswald’s 
palm prints on the butt of the 
gun and on a box in the room 
from which the assassin fired, 
Wade said. 


Police already had disclosed 
that Oswald had written to the 
Klein Co., using a Dallas Post 
Office box and the assumed 
name "A. Hydell” to purchase 
the gun for $12.78. 
Witnesses saw Oswald in the 
building before the shooting and 
saw him leave immediately aft­ 
erward. He was stopped by a 
policeman, but was told “ he’s

Tippitt was being buried in 
Dallas today three hours after 
Kennedy’s funeral. He leaves a 
widow and three children. 
When Oswald was shot it was 
the second time in three days 
that a killer made a mockery 
of extra heavy Dallas police se­ 
curity precautions.
